O' many are the Miſeries of 
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oreatnels of rhe Evil in that ;,and 
theretore fore have conceived, Its 
berter to ſuffer the greateſt, which 
is Death, rhan to ſuffer ſo many, 
_ though leſſer, which are 1n Life ; 
| for rhis Reaſon, one calls Death, 
the laſt and greateſt Phiſttian ; be- 
cauſe (tho in it ſelf ) it is the great- 
eſt Evil, yet it cures all others; and 
therefore preſcribes the hopes of it, 
as an efficatious Remedy, and com= 

fort in the Aﬀictions of Life. 
What ſecurity can there be in 
Life, when the Earth, which is the 
Mother of the Living, 1s untaithful 
to them, and ſprouts out Miſeries 
and Death, even of whole Cities? 
| What can be ſecure in the World, 
if the World it felt be not, and the 
molt ſolid parts of it ihake: If that 
which 1s only immovable and ixt 
for to ſuſtain the Living, tremble 
with 
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- with Earthquakes ; jt what 1s pro- 
per to the Earth, which 1s to be 
firm, be nnſtable, and betray us, 
where ſhall our Fears find a Reluge? 
When the Roof of rhe Houle ſhakes, 
we may fly into the Fields; but 
when :the Earth ſhakes, whither 
ſhall we go? In the time of the 
Plague we may change Places, but 
from the whole Earth we cannot 
iy; and ſo from Dangers: And 
therefore, not to have a Remedy, 
' may ſecure us as a Comfort in our 
Evils; for Fear 1s fooliſh without 
Hope. Reaſon Baniſhes Fear in 
thoſe who are Wiſe, and in thoſe 
who are not. Deſpair of Remedy 


gives a kind of Security, at leaſt | 


takes away Fear ; that will fear no- 
_ thing, let him think all things are 
to be feared. Sce whar flight 
things endanger us, even thoſe 

which 


which ſuſtain Lite, lay Ambulhes 
for us. Meat and Drink, without 
which we cannot live, take away 
our Lives. Its no Wiſdom __ 
fore to fear ſwallowing by a 
Earthquake, and not to fear os 
falling of a Tile. In Death all ſorts 
of D; 10gs are equal. Vhat 1m- 
Ports It, whether one ſingle Stone 
kills thee, or a whole Mountain OP- 
prels thee? Death conſiſt in the 
Souls Icaving ot the Body, which 
often happens by ſl:ght accidents. 
But Ciriitians in all the Miferics 
ana Dangers of Humane Lite, have 
great Comforts to. lay hold ON-; 
which are, a good Conſcience hope 
oi Glory, Contormi ty unto Divine 
Will, and Immurtation, and Exair.- 
pie of Jeius Chriſt; trom theſe 
£162 he {hall in Life havc Happi- 
nes, in Death Security, and in E- 


la Eernity : 
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ternity a Reward. How unjuſt 
then was the Complaint of Theo- 
phraſtus, that Nature hath given a 
longer Lile unto many Birds and 
Beatts, than unto Man. It our 
| Lives were leſs Troubleſome, he 
had ſome Reafon ; but it being fo 
fragt with Miſeries, he might 
rather think, that Lite the Happieſt 
which was ſhorteſt : it1s better to 
be Young, and die well, than: to 


be Old,-and die ill. This Voy- 


age being of Neceſlity, the Felicity 


of it conſifts not in being long, 


but in being Proſperous, and at the | 


laſt we arrive in the defired Port. 
Therefore, ſuppoſing ſo many Mi- 
ſeries, we cannot complain'of God 
for g1ving us a ſhort: Life, but of 
our {elves tor having made it a bad 
one; our Life being compaſled 
with fo. many Myſerics as that, 

Death 
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Death ſeems —_— a ſhelter of 
our Evils, than a Puniſhment : God 
was pleaſed that it ſhould be ſhort, 
that the Vexations and Misfortunes 
of it, which cannot be counterpri- 
zed with any Joys of the Earth, 
might be more ſupportable : At 
leaſt, if this Life with ſo many Mi- 
ſeries, do not diſpleafe us, yet let 
the Eternal, with all its Felicittes, 
content us better ; let usnot endea- 
vour lefs tor Immortal Etite in Hea- 
ven, than we do for this Mortal 
on Earth. Let us keep always in 
mind, the Years of Etermity ; fo 
whatſocver Adverſity or Affliction 
happen, we ſhall more eaſily bear 
ir. * For our light Aﬀflictions which 
15 burfor a Moment, worketh for 
'us a far more exceeding weight 


"of Glory. 
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
